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1, At the end of LOND the Chinese Communists held the First East China Industrial 
Conference tio diseunp the status of industries in that aren and to suggest 
means for alleviating umenploynent in the Shanghai area particularly. It was 
decided that che Northeast should be the center of Chingee economle recon 
struction and the migsion of the Shanghai area should be to train technicians 
and laborers for the Northeast. In order te change the development pattern 
of industries in Shanghet, some should be moved to Henan Province, 


2, Acemrding to statistics compiled by the Shanghat Factories Joint Investiga- 
tion Office, out of 10,078 factories in Shanghai 7,222 had resumed operation 
by 31 December 1949. By the end of February 1950, 34 factories had noved 
into the interior end other factories had set up branches in other parts of 
Chins, The Chinese Communist goverrnent has teen grenting special privileges 
to factories which wished to move, . 


3.. Ta Shanghai only €0 percent of electric pover had been restored by early 1940 
and acne of the factories received pover supplies only three days a week, 
Generators cimec by public and privete fectories generated only 36,000 kilo~- 
watts, cut of which 16,000 kilovatts vers fram private factories, The ca- 
pacity of the Chen Yang (if aig) Power Company in North Kianseu was only 
about 3,000 kilowatts and not Sufficient te meet the demand of industrise 
which Intended to move fron Shenghes. The great majority of Shanghat factories 
planned. to move to Honan; however, the city of K'aifeng could generate only 
3,000 kilowatts, which was to be inereased to 3,375 in May 1950 and to 4,475 
in July. Chengehou (113-40, 34-45) could supply only 1,225 IcLlowe-tts, but 
was to heave s now €,000 kilowatt ponerator installed, 


4. “he shortages of treined technical persomel wis acute in all porta of Chine, 
because ell such experts vere concentrated in the Shanghai area, from whieh 
it wes very Jiffievlt to meve them. Between 1 and 20 February 1950 only 
1,258 persens registered as unemployed in Canton and Shanghei because the 
nafority of the great mmber of jobless did not wish to te sent to the North- 
east, In Shanghai verking hours vere from & to 10 hours a day, but in the 
Northesst, although the official working day vas eight hours, two hours extra 
were raguired for support of reconstruction and one hour extra for support 
of tha usr front.
